She is a four-master, amply 
provided with sails, so that in case of 
damage to her engines while at sea 
there would be nothing to prevent her 
weathering her way to some near-by 
port with the use of her canvas alone. 
If this were the case, however, she 
would doubtless be long delayed, and it 
might be even weeks before she would 
be heard from. The Rio was built-in 
1878 at Chester, Pa.. She is of steel, and 
is equipped with the most modern ma- 
.chinery and appurtenances, and has the 
reputation of being a fairly fast and 
staunch vessel at sea. 

When the Rio left this port she car- 
‘ried a cargo of general merchandise and 
‘Dullion valued at nearly 31, 000, 000. The 
merchandise, which was consigned to 
various Japanese and Chinese ports, 
was valued in all at $152,233. The 
major portion of this cargo comprised 
flour for China, cotton for Japan and 
canned goods and sugar for both coun- 
tries. The coin shipment comprised 
103,172 Mexican dollars for Hong Kong 
and 627,000 more for Shanghai. There 
were $132,000 worte silver bars also 
consigned to Shanghai merchants.

POMONA, March 7.— (Regular Corre- 

spondence.) A stream of people has

In point of fact the Swiss were long 
considered the best soldiers in. Europe. 
During the middle ages they invented 
the halberd,the most formidable weapon 
which was known before the invention 
of gunpowder. It was a combination of 
spear, ax and spike, designed to play 
havoc with armored knights on horse- 
back. By their victories over Charles 
the Bold of Burgundy and the German 
emperors, the Swiss established. their 
martial reputation, so that they were

the great powers of Europe. The famous 
Swiss Guard, massacred while defend- 


Ing the Tuilleries in 1792, was an exam- 


ple of such a troop of mercenaries, The 
of Swiss mercenaries now in 
existencé is the Papal Guard at the 
Vatican in Rome; which is composed of 
Swiss clad in a uniform said to have 
been designed by Michael Angelo.

Public opin- 
ion is becoming more and more sensi- 
tive to public breach of faith; the ten- 
éts of international morality are slowly 
approaching those of personal ethics 
Moreover, the little republic is now 
the center of many 
unions, the neutral meeting ground of 
divers interests. Beginning with the 
formation of the Red Cross Society in 
1864 at Geneva, Switzerland has at- 
tracted. to herself the international 
Postal and Telegraph unions and num- 
erous others for the protection of in- 
dustrial, literary and artistic property. 
It may be of interest to recall in this 
connection that the very symbol of the 
Red Cross Society is of Swiss origin. 
For when the subject of an appropriate 
symbol was discussed, it was finally 
agreed to adopt the Swiss flag, i e., 
instead of a white cross on red ground, 
a red cross on white ground was taken. 
The derivation of the Swiss flag in turn 
is from the coat-of-arme of the little 
canton of Schwiz, which was the most 
active in the war of 
ara'rst Hapsburg-Austria. This name 
Schwiz was, pronounced Schweiz by the 
Germans, Suisse by the French, Sviz- 
zera by the Italians and Switzerland 
by -the English.

Turkish Bath at Home. 


To have a Turkish bath at home is a 
luxury to which women may aspire, but 
which few reach. In New York City 
this winter there are hordes of ingeni- 
ous women going around earning their 
living at doing odd things. One of the 
most profitable of these ideas is the 
Turkish bath at home. 

This is the way it is managed: Any 
small room will do, provided it has a 
“hard finish’ upon the walls so they 
will not peel or crack in the dampness, 
The.room is stripped of all furniture 
except a steamer chair. The window is 
then opened the veriest trifle, and a 
small frame covered with stout canvas 
is placed in the opening. This insures 
ventilation, for without fresh air your 
Turkish bath isn’t going to be a suc- 
cess, 

Adarge tub of water ts next mounted 
in a framework and a kerosene lamp 
placed underneath it. Your steamer 
chair must be high enough far the pan 
of water and lamp to sit underneath. 

This being done, when you seat your- 
self in the steamer chair you will have 
on only the regulation white sheet of 
the Turkish bath. Qver it you fling a 
large warm robe. The room becomes 
so warm, though, and the bath is so 
thorough that you are glad to throw it 
off ere long. In the bath-tub you draw 
a quentity of boiling water, hot enough 
to steam, and should it cool you pull 
out the stopper and refill the tub. Two 
fillings will be enough to keep the air 


} moist through a bath an hour long. 


There is another thing needed. This is 
an alcohol lamp anda kettle of water. 
Such a simple thing as an afternoon 
tea kettle, allowed to boil hard, with 


the cover of the kettle off, will give 


enough steam to fill the little room full. 
Fifteen minutes befure you take the 
bath light the lamp under the pan of 
water, whichis safely tucked away un- 
er your chair, and light also the other 
amps and set the tub running full of 
boiling water. Close the door of your 
bath-room. At the end of fifteen min- 
utes the steam will pour out when you 
open the door, and you can take your 
seat in the chair ready for a gentile 
steaming.

Hypnotism in Surgery. 
(Baltimore American:) A striking ex- 


ample of the efficacy of hypnotism as 


an adjunct to surgical science was 
demonstrated within the past few days 
a* the Johns Hopkins Hospital. This 
case—a difficult one of long standing 
and obscure symptoms—was that of 
a young lady into whose side an in- 
cision was made and a diseased kid- 
ney was treated. The incision was then 
sewed up and she is now recovering, 
suffering no pain or inconvenience 
whatever. 

This difficult and painful, as well as 
dangerous, operation was done while 
the patient was under hypnotic sugges- 
tion, being hypnotized by one of the 
medical staff. The patient was in the 
hypnotic state for about half an hour, 
and when seen at the hospital yester- 
day was delighted with the success 
of the experiment, declaring she felt 
no pain or consciousness whatever when 
the operation was in progress, save 
that she had a confused and not un- 
pleasant -impression that some one 
stood by her side and was cutting pa- 
per with a pair of scissors. After con- 
sciousness had returned she said she 
felt the natural pain consequent to 
any surgical.operation done while un- 
der ordinary anaesthetics. Hypnosis, 
in her case, was limited only to the 
time it required for the operation. It 
is, however, possible, to continue the 
suggestion until the patient is out of 
all pain.

TRAINS HELD UP IN WAR 


MANY PRECEDENTS FOR CUBAN ATTACKS ON THE RAIL- 
-WAYS—IMPORTANCE OF THE IRON ROADS.

In the Civil War Both Sides Used Them for the Transportation of Troops 
and Both Sides Wrecked and‘Fired on Trains Repeatedty—Maj. 
Gilmor’s Attempts at Train-wrecking—His Experience. 
| with Maj.-Gen. Franklin. 


(From a Special Contributor to The Times.) 


In their struggle for freedom the 
Cuban patriots stop at nothing to crip- 
ple the enemy. All importarit towns on 
the island are connected by railroads 
and the insurgents blow up bridges 
with dynamite, ambuscade trains 
carrying Spanish soldiers to threatened 
points, and sometimes derail them with 
awful slaughter of those on board. 
Such deeds seem horrible and have 
been unfavorably commented upon. 
Yet there were plenty of precedents in 
the Civil War between the Northern 
and Southrn States. In that conflict 
many of the campaigns were carried 
on in regions. where railroads were 
comparatively few, yet the iron high- 
ways played no unimportant rart. 
Grant’s campaign at Shiloh and around 
Corinth was directed against a rail- 
road system, connecting the Atlantic 
seaboard with the Mississippi through 


the heart of the Confederacy.

cessity of the age, railways will be de- 
pended upon im: future wars for 
swift movement of military forces, de- 
spite the risks involved. This has been 
demonstrated in the strikes of recent 
years, even more conclusively than dur- 
ing the Civil War. In 1864-65 it became 
@ paramount necessity with the gov- 
ernment to keep the Baltimore and 
Ohio open between Washington and 
Cincinnati. Reénforcements passed 
back and forth over thé line from east, 
ern to western battlefields. It was con- 
stantly exposed to Confederate attacks 
and when the war closed presented a 
continuous fortifled line across Mary- 
land and Virginia. A small.army was 
detached‘ to garrison its block-houses, 
and a system of -ironclad cars was de- 
vised to carry soldiers and cannon 
through the ‘fire of battle. ‘ 
Upon several ‘occasions the Confeder- 
ates used the railway service to decide 
campaigns, twice with splendid results. 
They. seem to have taken the initiative 
in ambuscading soldier trains. The first 
affair of the kind took place near Al- 
exandria, Va., June 17, i861, soon after 


f the Old Dominion. All thai day Col. 
Gregg marched his noted regi- 
ment of South Carolinians about in the 
vicinity of Vienna, looking for a fignt. 
As the afternoon came to a close he 
was moving away to camp at Fairfax. 
Suddenly a whistle was. heard on the 
London and Hampshire Railroad. Col. 
Gregg marched his troops to the track 
and posted a section of Kemper’s bat- 
tery to sweep a bend in the road. When 
the train came in sight Capt. Del Kem- 
per opened fire with rapid and well- 
aimed canister fire. The troops on the 
train consisted of Col. A. McD. Cook’s 
First Ohio Regiment. They had been 
ordered out to protect the road against 
an expected attack frora Gregg. About 
twelve Ohians were killed and wounded. 
THIS ENGINEER SAVED THE 
TRAIN. 

“Jeb” Stuart and his noted raiders, in 
their famous ride around the Army of 
the Potomac in June, 1862, fired into a 
soldier train which they had vainly 
tried to wreck. While McClellan’s 
troops were beseiging Richmond, an old 
railroad from the York River to the 
James was put in operation for mili- 
tary purposes. It connected the front 
with the base of supplies. One day 
Stuart burst through the Federal out- 
posts on the extreme flank and, over- 
joyed with his success, started to ride 
around the Federal army. 

The route of the raiders, after pass- 
ing the Federal lines, lay generally par- 
allel with the railroad. They galloped 
on a circuit to Tunstall’s station, which 
was only ten miles from the center of 
McClellan’s camp. 
granted that the alarm of the raid 
would arouse the whole Federal army 
and that troops would be sent back 
from the front to intercept him. The 
‘two younger Lees, Fitzhugh and W. 
H. F., Jack Mosby and other gallant 
fellows were in the band. They were 
under orders not to fight except to 
save themselves. While halted at Tun- 
stall’s a train was heard thundering 
down the track from the direction o 
Richmond. 

W. H. F. Lee’s men were further up 
the track, and one of his captains at- 
tempted to turn the switch so as to 
wreck the train, Finding that the switch 
could not be opened, the captain felled 
a tree across the rails and piled other 
obstructions against it. The raiders 
meanwhile aligned themselves along 
the road and awaited the result. 
Stuart and Lee were both on the scene. 

Evidently some warning had been 
conveyed to the engineer, for when he 
saw. the obstructions before him and 
‘cavalry about the burning station, he 
crowded on all steam and dashed 
‘through. Logs, stones and timbers flew 
right and left, and the train sped on 
into the midst of the astonished troop- 
ers.

The interest ch upon the debt ot 
the United States is $90,000,000 a year, 
whereas, the annual interest charge on 
the debt of Spain is $55, 
1882 the Spanish government com- 
pounded its debt by a summary settle- 
ment with its creditors, which, while 
it did not impair the only security 
which existed for payment, scaled 
down the face ue: of the claims 
against the government. For many 
years Spain has been in a bad way 
financially, and its creditors have been 
compelled to compound at the best 
terms they could secure thetr manifold 


claims. The Spanish system of finance 


is not such as, prosecuted in the United 
States, would inspire confidence among 
investors, The revenues of this govern- 
ment, which average about $300,000,000 
a year, come in almost equal propor-

Among that accumulation of tradi- 
tionary incident which belongs to 
nearly all localities of the far West, 
there is none so interesting or so en- 
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Strength with age and enlarges with 
repetition. These the wonde--stricken 
tenderfoot hears with open mouta and 
—goes about his business; but when he 
is told the tale of the lost mine he pre- 
pares an expedition to go and find it. 

These mines are alwars deposits of 
fabulous richness. The white quartz 
is shotted with the clear yellow gold, 
the man who brought it into camp had 
a chunk of the rock in his clothes. and 
he died of exhaustion before he could tell 
the direction of his find, and no man 

‘thas since been able to rediscover it. 
Such is a specimen of these tales 
which drift around among the gullitle, 
a and forthwith some one is stirred to 
om ; start a search. The tradition is traced 
oe down as closely as posible, and usually 
the searcher fetches up agairst scene 
erizzly ex-prospector who, intentlon- 
ally or otherwise, gives him a “fili.” 
* 3 He then starts oft in the directicn cf 
ae the moon at the horizon. equipzred 
with a pack-mule and a ec »mpanion, 
not to speak of a keg of water and a 
jug of whisky. After searching in the 
depths of the wilderness until his pre- 
ie visions are exhausted, he rettung to 
. town quite sure that hac not his sup- 
plies run short he would have been 
on the lead next day, as the indica- 
a tions were all one way. He does not 
return, but the nearness with which 
he came to achieving success gives en- 
dorsement to the original story and 
keeps it a live bait for some future 
fool fish to bite. 

This is no mere flippant frivolity 
that I am writing here. Look at the 
unrewarded effort which has been put 
forth to get the old Gunsight lead in 
the Panimints! Other Gunsights there 
were and have been, but that ancient 

traveler coming from the Northeast 
who sighted the borax deserts far 
down in the sink as he looked westerly 
from the Panimint ridge did not then 

reallze that thé piece of rock which he 
filed to fit a sight for his gun was 
pure silver. He dare not turn back, 
though unknown terrors of Death Val- 
ley confronted him, for behind there 
wera burning trails amid parching 
sands and a wilderness swept by the 
hell blast. He pressed on to plant his 
bones in the borax and to leave the 
mad mystery of his find to unfortuit- 
ous future enterprise and to adventure 
invariably bitten at the end by dis- 
appointment. 

But the. darling lost mine of the Los 
Angeles liar is the Peg-leg. What fabu- 
lous richness of gold rock the necro- 
mancy of the name subpoenas! You 
have visions of decomposed iron ore 
with the free gold glistening in flakes 
and webs; then it comes to you in 
scilicia, the milky quartz flecked with 
it, broken with it, you fancy the side 
of the mountain prominent with crop- 
pings of the wide vein which will pan 

à thousand colors when you crush it 
2 which will assay away up into 
the dozen hundreds. 

Thus it must have entered the minds 
of many, for numerous are these who 
have dared the dangers of the desert 
in search of this supposed once-found, 
and by some means lost, mine. The 
great figure around whom all this in- 
terest hedges is Pegleg Smith. As to 
who in reality was Pegleg Smith the 
authorities differ; some say he was a 
‘prospector of the very early days, some 
declare him to have been a teamster 
who used to crack, Mormon mules afore 
merchandise all the way from Salt 
Lake to Los Angeles; and some tell 
us he was a ranger who, riding after 
mavricks, stumbled on his find by ac- 
cident. All these ingenious narrators 

_ agree that Smith by some means lost 
the locality of the great deposit, and 
though he searched often afterwards, 
ne was never able to find it again. 

That this legend has moved numbers 
to go in search of this supposed mine, 
readers of The Times are well aware.

always remain a question. It is not 
improbable that Peg himself was a 
most unbeautiful liar and that he oc- 
eet casionally permitted his tastes for 
. entertaining his hearers with thrilling 
a narratives to do violence to an untender 
er, 5 conscience on the score of truth. How- 
Be ever this may be, the fact abides that 
there is not the slightest rational 
ground for the existence of any of the 
claims now made for Pegleg Smith 
ever having found a rich gold lead and 
then having lost the same on the desert 
or anywhere else. 

The only circumstance I can find 
which may possibly have given rise 
to the story of the Pegler mine was 
explained by Smith himself in Marys- 
wille, Cal., where I believe he died, to 
Edward G. Colton, an old forty-niner, 
now of this city. 

Whatever. was Smith’s surname is 
one of those facts now obliterated by 
the dust of years and long since al- 
lowed to pass as no consequence, for, 
following an incident which I shall 
here narrate, the handle“ to Smith's 

name suffered a complete merger into 
the pseudonym of “Pegleg,” by which 
he might have been readily identified 
by any person who had ever seen him. 

Peg was a trapper and he, was one 
of the outfit of the American Fur Com- 

. pany. In the line of his business he 
went over the hills and in thé cafions 
and traded with the Indians, giving 
them two lead bullets with enough 

- gunpowder to cover the pair as laid on 
the palm of the hand in return for a 
beaver skin weighing two pounds and 
a half, subsequently sold for 312. 

It was early in 1843, therefore, that 
Peg left Fort Bridges, in Idaho, and 
went by the way of Soda Springs, in 
that country, to visit Capt. Hall at 
Fort Hall, that place being also in 
Idaho. It was at Fort Hall that Smith 
fell in with a man of the name of 
Blanchard—if my memory is correct 
and together the two made a trip to 
the South. 

The year 1844 found the twain in the 
of Santa Fé, N, M., and here upon

. gloriously drunk and started in to in-

Quisite inebriation they burst into a 
Catholic church and committed sacri- 
lége with the sacred relics of that 
temple. Their profane hands demol- 
ished the immaculate status or the vir- 
gin, while the consecrated pictures 
with the flaming hearts and the sun 
burst heads were torn from the walls 
in coarse ribald and literally ‘ ‘butch- 
ered to make a Yankee holiday.” 

In wild ame of terror at this im- 
pious demolition did the priests alarm 
the populace. They ame in dark 
scowling scores. Not even the ravished 
chastity of their women could have 
visited them with. more outrage than 
this drunken defilement of their holy 
place and of the objects of their daily 
worship. The black-bearded lips 
parted over the clenched white teeth 
and naked blades gleamed in a hun- 
dred hands. But the hand was too 
large and the fingers too many and 
part of the prey slipped through. Smith 
outran six Mexicans, and when they 
gave up the chase at nightfall he had 
‘a bullet in his leg as a sopvenir of the 
episode. 

With Blanchard it fared not so well. 
A hide lariat held his neck to a tree 
limb while his feet tread air. The st 
laughers laughed the best and in 
mockery at Blanchard’s futile strug- 
gles they hooted and sneered, while 
they fancied the devil was at work 
dragging his soul out of his foul old 
body. But it was then night ‘and as 
the last man left the spot a Mexican 
woman, who had a tender heart for 
any suffering man, ran to the tree and 
wiped the lariat with the edge of her 
knife. Blanchard fell, a dull lump, and 
as the rope slacked about his neck the 
air rushed in and filled the lungs; con- 
‘sciousness returned, and with his head 
flattened on his shoulder like that of 
John the Baptist born on a platter, he 
wobbled his way with all convenient 
speed toward the foothills, where in- 
stinct or fate drew him into the camp 
of Smith. 

The two nursed their wounds all that 
night and on the following day both, 
having meanwhile become sober, it was 
apparent that Smith could proceed no 
further in his disabled state. It was 
conclusive also that the leg must come 
off. The bone was irretrievably shat- 
tered, inflammation had set in and 
there was no time to be lost. There 
were no “specialist,” experts,“ eicet- 
eras in Santa Fé in those days, and if 
there had been it is likely, for obvious 
reasons, Smith would have endured 
much before calling one of them. Ac- 
cordingly Prof. Blanchard, his neck 
still kinked so that he must lie on his 
belly to see the earth, prepared to per- 
form the operation. There were 
neither anaesthetics nor antiseptics at 
hand, but the limb was bound with 
rawhide withes, and a trapper’s knife, 
Sharpened on a stone, cut through the 
soft tendons, severed the veins and ar 
teries and twisted off the member at 
the knee joint. An artificial leg was 
fashioned, crudely enough, from a 
piece of live oak, and thus equipped, 
Smith was in condition to take on the 
soubriquet of ““Pegleg’’ which soon at- 
tachtéd itself to him, and by which he 
afterWard became altogether known. 

The shock of the incident with the 
tree and the hide lariat soon wore off 
of Blanchard, but he never afterward 
was able to straighten up his head. 
“Kinkneck” Blanchard became there- 
fore the manner in which he was sub- 
sequently designated and together 
these two, Smith with his live oak pez 
and Blanchard: with his head lying on 
his left shoulder at an angle of 90 deg. 
from its axis, made their way out of 
New Mexico, struck West and moved 
over into Arizona. 

On their journey pen were joined by 
a party of five trappers, also of the 
American Fur Company, and they con- 
cluded to go North. It was their pur- 
pose to reach the banks of the Colo- 
rado River and camp there for a 
while to recuperate, They were not al- 
lowed to do this latter, however, for 
the first day they reached the Colo- 
rado they scared up a band of Navajos 
who gave them such a stiff brush that 
they were glad to make as much speed 
as possible out of the country. 

It was in this ttle that the memor- 
able circumstance which gave rise to 
the story of a rich mine occurred. In 
those days a rifle cost on the plains 
about $250. It was a luxury that few 
Indians could afford, and having one, 
the price of powder and bullets were 
such that they were expensive things 
to fire. But out of the fourteen or 
more Indians who comprised the en- 
emy in that battle, there were at least 
two who were armed with rifles; the 
others had bows, and many arrows 
were shot with such results that 
though all the trappers were armed 


of their party, and were gla 
away at that. 
In -the height ot the battle the 
trappers noticed that the bullets being 
shot from these Indian rifles were ofa 
peculiar sort. As they mashed up 
against a rock, or stuck fast in à tree 
they had the appearance of being cop- 
per. Presently one landed sufficiently 
close to Smith to enable him to get it. 
and it was found to be a slug of gold. 
Excitement ran as high among the 
Httle party when this discovery was 
made as it was over the life and death 
attack, and it was deliberately planned 
to draw the fire of these Navajo ‘rifles 
and watch where the bullets struck. 


inexpressible sensations of dying with 
gold bullets fast in their anatomies, the 
historian of the battle fails to record, 
but the fact remains that after the In- 
dians were driven off, there was a 
rush made over the battle-ground for 
gold bullets that were lying about. 
As to how many of these auriferous 
missiles were thus secured history again 
is provokingly silent; but Mr. Colton 
Says that when he met Peg in Marys- 


shiny things with him, and he carried 
them in his pocket. Even at that time 
the story of this fabulously rich mine, 
discovered and lost by Pegleg Smith, 
was current, and was known by Colton. 
Colton asked Smith concerning this 
report, and states that Smith flatly de- 
nied ever having discovered any such 
mine, or that he knew any cause why 
any such story should originate con- 
cerning him. He affirmed, however, 
the report of the battle with the 
Navajos on the Colorado in Arizona, 
displayed the five gold bullets with the 
statement that he had found them on 
the ground after the.fight. 

‘Peg denied that the bullets had 
likely been hammered out of rock 
which must have therefore been 80 
“lousy” with gold as to allow a piece 
as big as your, thumb to be taken from 
it, which would indicate that the In- 
dians had discovered a gold lead some- 
ewhere of enormous richness. To the 
contrary he said that the bullets had 
the appearance of having been nug- 
‘gets of placer gold taken from some 
wash or bar and that they were ham- 
mered into bullets of about 44-caliber. 
As to where the Indians might have 
gotten them he had no idea; but since 
that time there has been placer gold 
found along the San Juan River in 
the southwest corner of Colorado and 
the southeast corner of Utah, though 
the bars cannot be worked except at 
low water. As there have been con- 
siderable quantities of placer gold 
found there and this country is not far 
from ‘what is now the Navajos Reser- 
vation, and is in what was then the 
country.:of the Navajos, it is not un-

dians a belief that there is an immense 
gold lead somewhere in Déath Valley 
which has never been given to the 
world. The reputation of this has not 
been one of Vast richness, but of great 
size. This vein, it is believed, has now 


been found. ‘The circumstances of its“ 


passing under the dominion of the An- 
glo-Saxon are, if report be true, so sin- 
gular as to illustrate. how men may 
make fortunes almost by a puff of 
their breaths where the opportunity 
is presented to secure some great re- 
source of nature which it would be a 
travesty upon the benignity of the 
Creator to imagine. He intended it 
for the common benefit of all instead 
of for the favored interests of the few. 

It happened recently that a Piute 
Indian had acttally discovered this 
traditional lead. It lay on. the south- 
east edge of Death Valley, ten “miles 
east of the line of Ney county in Ne- 
vada. The secret of 80 great a. ‘dis-, 
covery was too weighty an item to be 
held in silence by even the non- com- 
municative mouth of an Indian, 80 he | 
carried himself about the Indian camp 
at Parump Springs in a manner which 
attracted the attention of the. fellows 
of his tribe by its air of mystery and 
superior knowledge, and his occasional 
dropping a word which would indicate 
that he was loaded with some informa- 
tion that would set some folks by the 
ears if they knew it. 

Of these seeds of Piute thought some 
fell by the wayside; some fell upon 
rocks and some fell among thorns; but 
there were those which fell in the fer- 
tile soil of the imagination of a young 
Piute who “saveyed” the American lan- 
guage and had dropped on to a few of 
the American ways. 

There was a concern near by that 
made some sort of a desert wine and the 
young Indian began to ply this old 
man with the beverage. After he had 
gotten his subject sufficiently mellow 
to make him garrulous, he began to 
put to him questions concerning this 
mine, and when the old fellow, who 
spoke no English, refused to tell, de 
kid” shut off his supply of wine, but 
lightened his heart immediately after 
by offering him twelve bottles of the 
fluid if: he would tell him where the 
lead was and take him to it. Upon this 
basis a bargain was struck and the old 
man gave a clear explanation to the 
young Indian of the locality of the 
deposit and told him he would start 
for the place in the -morning. 

The young Americanized "indians im- 
mediately went in search of Montgom-. 
ery brothers. These men are possibly the 
most important persons in that whole 
country. They discovered the “Little 
Johnny“ mine and sold it to the Can- 
non family of Salt Lake, the head of 
which was a few years. ago the head 
of the Mormon church. Later they 
turned up another great silver prop- 
erty, which they also sold to the Can- 
nons, who, in honor of the Montgom- 


éfys, called the mine Montgomery and 


have built a town there by that name. 
It Hes’ up along the line of Nevada 
possibly forty miles above Vanderbilt. 

It was to the elder Montgomery, 
therefore, that Mr. New, Indian went, 
and he explained that he could take 
him to where that big gold mine is in 
Death Valley that all the Indians talk 
about so much.“ 

Montgomery knew of the legend and 


character of the lead, its size and ap- 
pearance, when Montgomery said 
something like this:

Laurel wreaths bearing the 
tity’s crest are made to fit all-sized 
heads; with especial light-weight 
brands to suit delicate feminine brows. 
This was a wise provision. For the 
young women of Chicago are doing 
work, both in the arts and professions, 
that is a matter of astonishment even 
to their progressive teachers. 
Especially is this true in the first and 
greatest of all arts—sculpture. Women 
sculptors, until within the past four or 
five years, have been exceptional in any 
country, and in America their names 
could have been counted on one hand. 
Since the artistic success, however, of 
the World’s Fair, art in this country 
has been established upon a different 
basis, and America has taken unto her- 
self an art of her own—whether for bet- 
ter or worse cannot be decided in this 
generation. 

IN THE PLASTIC ART. 
In sculpture the outlook is favorable, 
and women are doing work at once 
fresh, vigorous and original; a pioneer 
work of which only genius is capable. 
Lardo Taft, the Chicago sculptor, has

HOW FERDINAND WARD STOLE 

MILLIONS. 

First, take the great swindle perpe- 
trated through the name of Gen. Grant 
by the firm of Grant & ‘Vari. ‘This is, 


‘perhaps, the most notorious bank failure 


of our history. It occurred on the 6th day 
The bank was known as 
the Marine National Bank. It had a 
capital stock of 3400, 000. On the day it 
failed it had debts amounting to more 
than five million dollars. The Marine 
Bank had been in existence for twenty 
years, but about the time Gen, Grant 
came into it in 1880 it was recrganized, 
and the chief proprietors of the bank 
were then James D. Fish, Ferdinand 
Ward, Gen. Grant and Ulysses S. Grant, 
Jr. Grant put $100,000 into the bank, 
He got the money, it is said, from the 
sale of the house which the citizens of 
‘Philadelphia gave him after the war 
was over as a token of their love and 
esteem. Grant was then at the height 
of-his fame. He had just returned from 
his trip around the world, and was 
talked of as the third-term candidate 
for the Presidency. James DE, Fish had 
long been the president of the bank. He 
was then 60 years old, and he was, it is 
believed, to a large extent innocent of 
fraud. Th 
was Ferdinand D. Ward, who, at the 
time the bank was organized, was still 
under thirty. 
He got acquainted with Fish by de- 
in his bank, and also through 
s Marriage with a daughter of one 
of Fish’s friends. It was Ward who 
manipulated all the swindles. It was 
he who got Grant into the bank, and 
made him believe that he could make

HOW THE ‘FIDELITY NATIONAL 
BANK FAILED. __ 


One of the biggest wheat cornérs of 
history was manipulated through a 
national bank. It burst, and both 
wheat and bank stock went sky-high. 
This was the Fidelity National Bank 
of Cincinnati. It failed in 1887. The 
arch fiend of this swindle was a man 
named Harper, who has since served a 
term in the penitenjiary, who was par- 
doned out, and who is now again acting 
as a broker in Cincinnati. Harper was 
one of the chief organizers of the bank, 
He was supposed to be worth about 
two million and a half dollars at the 
time’ the organization was affected, 
and he had interests in steel works 
and other things. The bank was 
founded in 1886. In 1887 it nad $3,000,000 
in deposits, and of this $1,800,000 was 
due to more than six hundred banks 
and bankers covering all parts of the 
United States. Harper was the vice- 


president of the bank, and he practi- 


cally controlled everything. The direct- 
ors were good men, but they had confi- 
dence in Harper, and they allowed him 
to do as he pleased. Within ten months 
after being made vice-president Harper 
had drawn out $400,000 for his own use, 


‘He then got the idea ofcornering wheat, 


and he began to buy in the Chicago 
market. He had a young lady clerk, 
a Miss Josie Holmes, in the bank, 
through whom he worked, and in con- 
néction with her, the paying teller and 
the exchange clerk; he manipulated 
worthless checks to the amount of more 
than a milion dollars. This money was 
also sent on to Chicago and invested 
in wheat. It was not, however, enough, 
and he borrowed from outside banks. 
He got $400,000 from the First National 
Bank of New York, $300,000 from the 


Chemical National Bank and $200,000 


from the Western National Bank of 
New York. This money he threw into 
Chicago, but still he needed more, He 
then proposed that the capital stock 
of the bank be increased $1,000,000. To 
this the stockholders agreed, suppos- 
ing that it was for a legitimate bank- 
ing business. Five hundred thousand 
dollars was paid in, and Harper at once 
shipped this off to Chicago, so that by 
the 10th of June, 1887, he had borrowed 
more than $2,000,000 and had put it into 
wheat. 

HARPER SUSPECTED. . 

In the mean time these purchases be- 


gan to materially affect the, market. 


No one knew who was buying the 
wheat, but it was finally found that the 
money came from Cincinnati. Harper 
was suspected, and a circular sent 
around asking as to his credit. This

> fortune in, it. As soon: as the bank 
was thoroughly organized Ward 


brought forward his celebrated scheme 
of “government contracts, which never 


existed.“ He would pretend, for in- 


stance, that he had secured a contract 


calling for $200,000, on which there was 
a sure profit of from 30 to 50 per cent. 
He would take $100,000 worth of the 
stock for Grant & Ward, and would 
then. bring in other capitalists to take 
the balance. Fish thought the con- 


tracts were genuine; and he urged the 


other parties to go in. The money of 
the capitalists was paid into the Ma- 
rine: Bank, and Ward would give notes 
on the bank, indorsed by Fish. bear- 
ing the legal rate of interest, and also 
a separate guarantee for a certain 
amount of profit within a certain time. 
When the notes became due, he would 
check against the account of Grant & 
Ward, and he kept up this scheme of 
organizing companies until the bank 
failed. His transactions lasted for a 
year and a half, and during this time 
he received and reinvested the enor- 
mous amount of $35,000,000. When the 


pank’s affairs were wound up, it was 


found.that Grant knew practically 

othing of the working of the institu. 
He knew no more about the ac- 
counts than Ward did about military 
campaigns, and he was immensely 
tickled at the large showing of profits 
which Ward placed to his credit. Gen. 
Sheridan said that Grant used to poke 
him in the sides, and say: Tou thought 
I was a good general, but you never 
thought 1 could do this.“ When the 
bank failed, Grant gave up everything 
he had. Popular sentiment for a time 
was net. him, and he sank under 
the storm, and was attacked by a mor- 
tal disease. He then rallied. and wrote 
his memoirs, out of which his family 
have already realized more than $500,- 
000. 
for ten years, but was pardoned out

soon got to the banks who had deposits 
in the Fidelity. They began to tele- 
graph for their money, and Harper saw 
that he must quickly sell out his wheat 
or fail. He could not do this at once, 
and he had to have more money. He 
gathered together such bills receivable 
as he had in the bank and expressed 
them to the Chemical National Bank 
in New York, telling them he would 
draw upon them for the amount of 
these bills. The bills aggregated $1,000, - 
000, They did not, of course belong to 
Harper. He wired New York, however, 
that false rumors had been circulated 
about the bank, and be d the Chem- 
ical to stand by him a few days. The 
Chemical replied that it would help him 
out, but it was not their business to 
aid in cornering wheat in Chicago. In 


the mean time Harper sent a man to 


Chicago with four drafts on the Chem- 


ical Bank for $100,000 each. He also 


sent a false letter of credit for $200,000, 
and he thought that through these 
amounts he could consummate his wheat 
deal. The money, however was not de- 
livered in time. It was one day late and 
wheat fell. It dropped from 90 cents 
to 70 cents, and Harper and the Fidel- 
ity Bank went up with the bursting 
bubble. There was immense excite- 
ment. The bank examiners were called 
in and the doors were closed. After a 
d his confederates were 
brought to trial. Josie Holmes turned 
state’s evidence and escaped. Harper 
was sentenced to ten years in the Ohio 
penitentiary, but in 1893 President Har- 
rison commuted his sentence and par- 
doned him on the ground that he was 
physically broken down. As above 
stated, he is again a broker.in Cincin- 
nati. I am told that Asa Potter, the 
president of the Maverick National 
Bank of Boston, is now doing business 


in New York. This bank was ruined 


through loans to its directors, and its 

failure resulted in the loss of $2,000,009. 

HOW $3,900,000 WAS LOST IN IN.-. 
DIANAPOLIS, . 

One of the biggest hypocrites: amcng 

these national bank presidents who 


no one 


have failed was Theodore P. Haughey, 
who was the president of the Indlan- 
apolis National Bank. Haughey was a 
member of the Methodist Church and 
an active worker in the Sunday-school 
where he had a class which he called 
his “poor class.“ He was a hypocrite 
of hypocrites, and was up to all sorts of 
rascality. His bank failed to the amount 
of about $2,000,000, and this money was 
scattered among a great many strall 
creditors. The bank had, all told, 
about three thousand creditors, and 
among these were many school teachers 
and poor church members. Missionary 
societies, aid societies and. benevolent 
associations were all in the bank as de- 
positors, and Haughey boasted that he 
was the -friend of such organizations. 
A large part of his swindles were carried 
on by getting draymen, porters and 
clerks to sign fraudulent notes, which 
he accepted in bank and used as as- 
sets. At one time when he was about 
getting a drayman to sign one of these 
notes he overheard a young boy, who 
had caught his finger in some machin- 
ery, swearing. He had him at. once 
called up and discharged, saying that 
he could not have any one in his busi- 
ness who would use such language. 
HOW FRAUDULENT COMPANIES 
AID IN BANK STEALINGS. 
»The Indianapolis National Bank, of 
which this man was the president, was 
one of the first of the kind organized. 
It was in a bad way in 1884, but at this 
time it issued some new stock, and, 
among others, got ex- Vice-President 
Colfax to put $27,500 into it. At this 
time Haughey’s biggest swindles began. 
He started several fictitious companies. 
e was a glue factory, of which his 


„ Son, Lew Haughey, was head. He also 


started a hair works, and put another 
son, Schuyler Haughey, in charge of 
that. Neither of these enterprises ever 
paid, nor is it known that they were ex- 
pected to pay. Their chief business 
was the issuing of paper to be dis- 
counted by the bank. The capital of 
the bank was $300,000, and the limit of 
the loans to a single borrower under 
MA law was 10 per cent. of this, or $30,- 
tories could borrow more than $30,000. 
They evaded this, however,. by getting 
their employés to make out notes for 
$5000 or $10,000 each, payable to the glue 


works. Lew Haughey would then take 
the notes 


| to the bank, indorse 
them and get the money. The 
employés, of course, received none 


of, it. They were men of no respon- 
a ility, and had neither money nor 
credit. Wagon-drivers, day-laborers and 
clerks were used in this way to ob- 
tain largé amounts. Men working at a 
dollar a day gave notes for $10,000, and 
Lew Haughey would get them cashed. 
These notes generally ran ninety days, 
and the making and renewing of them 
was a large part of the business of the 


In addition to this, other companies 
Were organized. One, was the Indlan- 
‘apolis Cabinet Company, which was 
Supposed to have branches in all the 
different cities of the United States and 
England. From these branches notes 
would be sent in. The Indianapolis 
Cabinet Company would indorse them. 
and the bank examiner would be told 
that they were good concerns, doing 
a large business. This work continued 
until 1893, when the bubble burst, and 
the Indianapolis National Bank failed: 
with liabilities of $2,000,000 and assets of 
about $300,000. It then had notes of the 
Indianapolis Cabinet Company, of the 
Curled Hair Company and of the Glue 
Company amounting, all told, to $815,- 
000. Haughey and his sons were, of 
course, arrested. Their cases were set 
for trial in 1894, and Haughey pleaded 
guilty. He was sent to the penitentiary 
for six years, and is now serving out 
his term there. He is 75 years old, and 
is said to be much broken in health. 
Lew Haughey was acquitted, it is 
supposed, largely through sympathy 
connected with his mother, who had 

to care for her. n 


KEYSTONE NATIONAL 
"BANK FAILED. 

The Keystone National Bank of Phil- 
adelphia failed in 1891, with an indebt-

now been more than four years of ne- 
gotiation and litigation, and less than 
$600,000 have been realized. This failure 


| was caused originally by one of the 


presidents of the bank, John T. Lucas, 
using the bank funds to invest in sea- 
shore real estate. He did this to the 
amount of $600,000, but died before he 
could replace the money. The next 
president of the bank was Gideon W. 
Marsh, who was at the head of the 
bank at the time of the failure. He 
saw that he could not withstand the 
storm and fled to Brazil, where he is 


_| still at large. The assistant cashier did 


not receive a cent from the robbery of 
the bank. He merely tried to conceal 
the acts of others, and for this he was 
sentenced to prison for seven years in 
the penitentiary of Philadelphia. An- 
other man who suffered was the treas- 
urer of Philadelphia, a man named 
Beardsley. Beardsley had à large 
amount of State funds on hand, in ad- 
dition to those of the city. He wanted 
to get interest on this money, and he 
loaned it to the bank. These funds 
amounted to more than a million dol- 
lars. The money was used by the bank 
for its own purposes, and when it failed 
Beardsley was arrested, and was given 
a sentence of fifteen years in the peni- 
tentiary. where he now is. 


A NEW WAY OF KEEPING AC- 
Cours. 


The way in whih the Keystone Bank 
succeeded in fooling the bank examin- 
ers and in defrauding its creditors was 
by falsifying its books. For eight years 
it suppressed its liabilities and padded 
its assets. Some of the books showed 
that there were nearly fourteen hun- 
dred thousand dollars due to depositors, 
while the ledger statement showed 
only eleven hundred thousand dollars, 
In the year 1886 the books were fraudu- 
lently changed to the amount of $680,- 
000, the bank apparently being solvent 
when it was really that much behind. 
Two years later there was a difference 
of more than $600,000 between the false 
and true statements-of-the bank's con- 
dition, and there was a fraud of more 
than $226,000 in the deposits. In 1889 the 
deposits were understated to the 
amount of $530,000, and the bank ex- 
aminer found several hundred separate 
items. The falsification of the ac- 
counts was done by dropping the 
thousands here and there. For in- 
stance, a balance of $1534.26 ap- 
peared on the sheets as $534.26. Another 
balance of $1647.30 as $647.30, and an- 
other of $11,503.81 as $603.81. The book- 
keeper was arrested, but it was found 
that the fraud had been committed by 
other parties. As the examiners con- 
tinued their work all sorts of other 
frauds were found. Pages had been 
torn from the ledgers, and entire ac- 
counts removed. In one year nearly 
four hundred pages were cut out, mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of false clear- 
ing-house bills and certiflcates of de- 
posit were issued and other frauds of 
the most slovenly character were per- 
petrated.

SANTA BARBARA, March 7.—(Regu- 
lar Correspondence.) A mass-meeting 
of the citizens of Santa Barbara was 
held Friday evening at the City Hall 
for the purpose of considering the mat- 
ter of a new charter and the selection 
of fifteen freeholders to be elected at 
the coming spring election. This meet- 
ing grows out of a proclamatitn issued 
by Mayor Holloway some time since 
calling attention to the advisability of 
forming a new charter and the selec- 
tton of freeholders to vote the same. 
Mayor Holloway was requested to 
act as chairman of the meeting, but de- 
clined, Mr. McDuffie consenting to act 
in that capacity. Mayor Holloway ad- 
dressed -the assembly, stating in the 
course of his remarks that Santa Bar- 
bara was much in need of a charter, 
that at the present time there was no 
charter for the city, municipal affairs 
being managed under a legislative en- 
actment. 

Mr. Storke was the next to speak to 
the subject, and he gave a very clear 
and succinct account of legislation con- 
cerning this matter of a new charter 
for Santa Barbara. He said it was his 

opinion that Santa Barbara had no 
legal form of government.. Judge Can- 
field and others also addressed the 
meeting. The concensus of opinion 
was that it was absolutely necessary to 
frame a new charter. 

The meeting decided to appoint a 
committee of five, whose duty shall be 
to select fifteen freeholders. The chair- 
man selected as that committee Messrs.

. Securely locked up in a gloomy little 
cell in the City Jail is Elisha L. Ben- 
nett, the man who Friday evening 
plunged a knife into the intestines of 


Frederick Czarske in a bar-room fight, 


as related in yesterday’s Times. 
Bennett went forth to enjoy himseif 
Friday evening, in company with Casey 


well-known local bicyclists. 


up, and finally brought up at the True 
Blue, Czarske’s saloon, on Third street. 
There the row occurred and in the ex- 
citement following the stabbing the 
three men fled. 

Bennett yeaterday told a reporter of 
The Times that he has no recollection 
of what next befell.’ until he awoke, 
about 2 a. m., in his room at No. 237 Hast 
Fourth street, between Los Angeles 
and Wall, and found himself sitting in 
a rocking chair, with aching head. He 


terday morning he heard a knock at 
his door and in came Detective Haw- 
ley and Officer Flammer. They placed 
him under arrest and took him to the 
City Jail. He was taken into the room 
‘where his victim lay. Czarske at once 
identifled him and the two shook hands. 
Then Bennett was locked in a cell. 
Bennett is a man about 36 years old. 
He has been in Los Angeles several 
months, working chiefly at his trade of 
machi nist, Recently he has done a good 
d of work repairing bicycles in 
Thacker’s machine shop, next door to 
Czarske’s saloon. He formerly lived in 
Chicago, but when his wife and little 
daughter died he came to California. 
His appearance bears out the claim of 


neither surly nor quarrelsome, and 
that he would never have committed 
this crime except when drunk. They 
say he is an industrious and skillful 
workman, and has never before been 
concerned in any trouble of this kind.

and no further. Hence, in a Federal 
union, there are always several coinmiu- 
nities or peoples occupying a common 
territory, namely, the community or 
| people of the Federal State, and the 
communities or peoples of the several 
States; and thus, in each of the consti- 
tuent States, there are two peoples or 
communities, consisting of the same 
individuals, or rather, one people or 
community and part of another; that 
is to say, the people or community con- 
stituting the constituent Stace, and the 
part of the Federal people or commu- 
nity occupying the same territory. 
Ot this kind of State, the 4 in- 
structive instance is that of the United 
States of America, the general nature 
of which is sufficiently familiar, and 
‘from which our description of the Fed- 
eral State has, in effect, been taken: 


Briefly, this State was voluntarily 
formed by several independent States; 
upon the principles agreed upon and 
inserted in the Constitution; which 
thus constituted, not only a nation 

constitution, but a contract or obligh- 
tory agreement between the several 
States. By the provisions of that in- 


ferred upon the Federal governmen 

and it was expressly provided, that 
‘powers not delegated to the United 
States by the Constitution, nor prohib- 
ited by it to the States, are reserved 
to the States respectively, or to the 
people. Hence, the obvious distinction, 
universally recognized by all compe- 
tent jurists and publicists, between the 
Federal Constitution and those of the 
several States; the former is an express 
grant of powers to the Federal govern- 
ment, which is vested with no powers 
except such as are granted to it, either 
expressly or by implication; the lat- 
ter is a mere limitation upon the gen- 
eral sovereign powers in the 
State. Hence, it follows that each gov- 
ernment is paramount, supreme or sov- 
ereign with reference to matters within 
its own sphere of rights; but any act 
of the Federal government, or of a 


* — is absolutely void, and may be 
by e Federal government, but by 
any individual. Hence, also (which is 
but another statement of the same 
proposition,) the sov or supreme 
political powers are divided between 
the Federal and the State governments, 
each being sovereign in its own sphere. 
All this, though often ignorantly dis- 
puted, has uniformly been. asserted by 
the Supreme Court of the United States, 
as well as by jurists generally, and, as 
is well known to all lawyers, is the 
‘established law of the land. 
This view of the nature of the Fed- 
eral State is at once simple and en- 
tirely rational, and, it may be added, is 
the view generally entertained. by 
American lawyers and jurists of all po- 
litcal faiths. But; outside ot the legal 
rofession, it is generally repudiated 
y American writers north of Mason 
and Dixon’s line; and the opposite dor- 
trine--namely that the Federal govern- 
ment is alone supreme, and the States 
entirely suberdinate—is generally re- 
ceived among the writers of that sec- 
tion of tbe country, and has in 
fact colored, not only their politi- 
cal and even .. their histori- 
cal writings, but their whole literature. 
This view has also become a matter of 
popular faith with the members of a 
great party; to whom the very name 
of State’s rights is offene've—and it is 
also very largely, if noirenerally, re- 
ceived among Europea publicists., On

The opinon in question rests wholly 
upon the doctrine of absolute sover- 
eignty, which has already been consid- 
ered at length; and from which, it must 
be admitted, the conclusion is logically 
deducible. For if it be true that the 
sovereignty is unlimited and indivis- 
ible, and that it is vested in the Federal 
government, it follows that a Federal 
State is at once a practical impossi- 
bility and a logical absurdity. : 
“For obviously, in general, no State. 
would ever be willing to enter into a 
Federal union, if the doctrine be rec- 
ognized that by doing so it would 
part altogether with its sovereignty, 
and subject itself to a foreign domi- 
nation, and that, too, according to the 
assumed doctrine, a domination ab- 
solute and unlimited in its nature. 
Certaintly, had such a doctrine been 
broached in the Constitutional Conven- 
tion which framed the Federal Consti- 


have’ come into existence; nor can it 
now be asserted without violating every 
principle of good faith. 
“But independently of this, the doc 
trine is logically absurd; for if it be 
assumed that the sovereignty is indi- 
visible, it would follow that, in every 
so-called federat union, it must be 
vested exclusively, either in the fed- 
eral State, or in the several constituent 
States, and that the former must be 
subordinate to the latter, or the latter 
to. the former. But obviously, upon the 
former hypothesis, the union would be 
a mere confederacy, or league of States; 
and upon the latter, it would differ in 
no essential particular from the ordi. 
nary or simple State; for in such case 
the subordinate States would be noth- 
ing more than mere municipalities, 
such as universally exist in all States. 
“It would be an endless task to enu- 
merate all of the disastrous conse- 
quences that have resulted, not only to 
political science, but to the practical 
interests of men, from this purely -fic- 
titious notion of sovereignty; but the 
subject may be sufficienty illustrated. 
by, observing, in connection with the 
present subject, that from this doc- 
trine—the fruit of a question-begging 
term—there has resulted, in our own 
history, nearly a century of bitter con- 
flict; ending in four years of destructive 
war, and, it is to be feared in the per- 
manent alienation of the two sections 
of the country. For, upon the assump- 
tion ‘that soverignty is indivisible, a 
proposition accepted by both sides, it 
either the Federal government is Sov- 
ele and the States subordinate, or 
the tates sovereign, and the Fedéral 
government a mere league or compact; 
and, as both propositions are equally 
untenable, it was impossible in 
the long controversy between the 
North and the South, for either par 
to be convinced, and nothing was left 
but the arbitrament of arms. It may 
be said, therefore, that the great civil 
war was but a logomachy, or fighting 
about a word. 
Other cau doubtless occurred in 
bringing on the war, such as glavery 
and the tariff; for it cannot be 
doubted, on the one hand, that, with 
those in the South who owned slaves,. 
the protection of their property was a 
strong motive, or, on the other, that 
with a large, wealthy and influential 
classjat the North, the preservation of 
a market was an equally controlling 
consideration. But no one who is fa- 
miliar wit® the history of the contest, 
and especially with opinion and senti- 
ment, as it existed both at the North 
and the South immediately before the 
war, can doubt that the paramount 
issue in the minds of the great mass 
of honest people was the relative su- 
premacy of the Federal and the State 
governments, or that this.question orig- 
inated in the absurd doctrinaire no- 
tion of the ivisability. of sover- 
eignty; or, in fine, that this notion was 
the ultimate cause of the war.“

At another point the essayist takes 
up the currency question, and finds 
our financial structure to be wrong

Says: 
“Nor can it be doubted, to add one 
the functions 


more illustration, that 

of the government extend, under 
proper conditions, to the coinage of 
money and to fixing the value of the 
coins and making the same legal ten- 
der, and also to the issue of paper 
money, and the general supervision of 
the curerncy. Indeed, the necessity for 
the exercise of these functions is so 
Abarent that it is never denied, except 
by those who have profited by some 
previous action of teh government in 
that regard (generally illegitimate.) 
and who. therefore, naturally desire 
to be left alone. But there is perhaps 
no function of the government. of 
which history presents more. numerous 
instances of its illegitimate exercise 
than this. It will be sufficient, however, 
to illustrate the subject by a brief ref- 
erence to our monetary history during 
and since the civil war. 


“The issue of greenbacks during the 
War and making the same legal tender 
for past debts, was, in fact, a viola- 
tion of the terms of such eontracts. 
For. in all cases of contracts to pay 
money where no particular kind of 
money is specified, it is atways a con- 
dition, expressed or implied, that the 
Payment shall be made in the money 
current at the time of the contract. 
Hence. this legislation was in effect 
pro tanto a confiscation of the prop- 
erty of the creditor. 

“On the. same principle, in all con- 
tracts to pay money made subsequent 
to the passage of the act, where no par- 
ticular kind of money was specified, the 
debt was payable in greenbacks, or any 
other legal currency at the option of the 


| debtor. But it is obvious that wherever 


the value of money changes, either the 
creditor or the debtor is injured, or, if 
the change be by the voluntary act of 
the government, defrauded; and hence 
that to appreciate, is as unjust and im- 
moral as to depreciate the currency; 
and nothing, therefore, can be more ob- 
vious than that it is the duty of the 
government, so far as in its power lies, 
to prevent all fluctuations in the value 
of money. Thus at the end of the war 
when legal tenders were at a low ebb, 
their value was, of course, increased by 
the large demand made by the entrance 
of the South again into the finahcia) 
system of the country—greatly to the 
damage of the debtor class Whose debts. 
were thus in fact increased; but the 
damage was the result of circumstances 


‘which the government could not con- 


trol, and hence was damnum absque in- 
juria. But the subsequent legislation 
of the government, avowedly designed 
gradually to appreciate the value of its 
paper money and finally to redeem it 
in coin, was in violation of all princi- 
ples of justice, and in effect constituted 
the levy of a subsidy of about 50 per 
cent. on the average of the total pri- 
vate indebtedness of the country .dur- 
ing the period of the appreciation of the 
to Dillions of 

ollars. 

“This legislation was justified 9 
the ground that the government had 
contracted to pay the face value of its 
notes, and that justice required that 
this obligation should be fulfilled. But, 
even if the performance of this obliga- 


tion could not have been deferred, it 
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may be said, paradoxical as the b 
sition may appear, that it was unjust 

for the government to perform it, at 

least in the manner that it was per- 

formed. For the greenback was not 

merely a contract of the government; it 
was also the money of the country, and 
could not be appreciated in value in 
any way without - levying an unjust 
subsidy upon all the private indebted- 
ness of the country; so that, in fact, the 
government could not pay its notes in 
specie without also compelling the un- 
just payment of ten or twenty times the 
amount by private parties. And it 
may be safely said that, where the 
government can only pay its debts by 
taxing, to a tenfold, or twentyfold 
amount, other parties, equity forbids it 
to pay. But, in this case, the action of 
the government was entirely gratuitous, 
for it could, without violating the con- 
tract, have delayed the payment, or, 
even if it had repudiated its contract 
by paying only the actual value of the 
currency. it could afterward have com- 
pensated the parties injured. The effect 
of this policy, so highly lauded, and 
pointed to with pride by many, was to 
transfer, unjustly, from the debtor to 
the creditor class many billions of dol- 
lars. 

“Another effect, less important, but 
still monstrous in proportion, was to 
double.the bonded indebtedness of the 
United States. And this was aggra- 
‘vated first by the legislation making 
the bonds payable in coin, and then by 
the demonetization of silver—thus 
largely appreciating the value of gold, 
and making them payable in that 
metal. 

“These conclusions, indeed, are 
warmly disputed, and those who affirm 
them are characterized as cranks, or 
as debtors aiming to defraud their 
creditors; but in the main the princi- 
ples upon which they rest are not con- 
tested by competent writers upon finan- 
cial subjects, whether bimetallist or 
monometallist; and they are too obvious 
to be intejligently disputed. 

„ touch here, contrary to my custom, 
upon matters of current politics, and it 
is not to be expected that what is said 
will be dispassionately considered; but 
a few words on the other side of the 
question may perhaps tend to set me 
right with some of my readers. It is 
proposed now to reform the currency 
by remonetizing silver at a ratio of 16 
to 1. That the demonetization of silver 
was one of the most disastrous mis- 
takes that has ever been made, I do not 
doubt; nor do I pretend to deny that I 
but 
I readily perceive that to do this with- 
out injustice is a difficult task. The 

inciple underlying the whole subject. 
is the one already referred to—that a 
change in the value of the currency is 
an injury, and generally a _ robbery, 
either to the creditor or the debtor, The 
issue of legal-tender greenbacks, and 
their final redemption, by means of the 
demonetization of silver, in gold coin, 
was a palpable robbery equally of the 
debtor and of the government. But, as 
we have for years been in effect upon 
a gold basis, and as payment in gold is 
therefore, either expressly or impliedly, 
one of the terms of every contract for 
the paymnet of money, the remonetiza- 
tion of silver, it may well be claimed, 
would be a robbery of the _ creditor, 
and, therefore, unless accompanied 
with other provisions of the law obviat- 
ing injustice, an illegitimate exercise 
of governmental functions. Hence, 
prevent injustice from the resumption 
of the free coinage of silver at the old 
ratio, it would be necessary for the 
government to redeem all outstanding 
currency, gold, silver and paper, at its 
value in gold, and for the law to pro- 
vide for the payment of all existing 
debts public and private in geld coin. 
To the justice of this course neither 
party could make just objection; not 
the gold men, for contracts would be 
‘paid according their tenor; nor the sil- 
ver men, for itis claimed by them, and 
I think justiy, that gold would be de- 
preciated...This would be a great, but 
not impracticable undertaking; and 
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the absolute necessity of a ‘remedy, it 
might be also advisable.” 

The foregoing extracts Convey only 
an inadequate idea of Mr. Smith’s es- 


say aS a whole. It is in large part de- 
voted to abstract reasoning, which is 
always ingenious and at times very 
forcible. The fact that most of Mr. 
Smith’s arguments run counter to cur- 
rent thought does not render them any 
less interesting.
